For 
KE1ML, it was the first contest that station ever participated in. Special stations, with special callsigns, 
activate each of the original 13 colonies in what would become the United States.

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Vermont (which didn’t exist until 1791 when the US accepted the nation of the Vermont Republic into the 
Union).
